A great many skirmifhes hap- 
pen about this time between the 
Autftrians and the revolted Geno 
efe. Alfo the young Pretender 
takes a Journey from Avignon to 
Madrid. 

March 8. The titular queen of 
Poland, confurt of king Stanif- 
laus, and mother of the French 
queen, dies. 

The fame day a large tranf- 
portation of French fuccours failed 
out of Provence for Genoa, about 
1500 of whom are taken by the 
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Englifly men of war in their Paf- 
fage. 
In this month a good many 
conferences are held at Breda, 
With regard to a congrefs of peace 
that had been propoted. 

19. M. Saxe returns 
France to Bruffels. 

29. Leopold Prince of Anhalt 
Defiau, Field Marfhal of the Em- 
pire and of Pruffia, dies at Deffau 
his capital. 

30. The Pope mikes a grand 
promotion of thirty cardinals. 

31. The Auttrian army march- 
es from Novi towards Genoa, 
which occafions a great number 
bloody skirmifhes. 

April 2. The dutchefs of Char- 
tres brought to-bed at St. Cloud 
of a fon, whofe title is the duke 
of Monpenfier. 

6. M. Chiquet, the French 
miniiter at the Hague, prefents a 
Declaration of the King his maf- 
t-r to the States-generai ; and the 
fame day lieutenant general Low- 
endabl, with 25000 men, invades 
Durch Flanders. 

g. Lord Lovat beheaded for 
high treafon on Tower hil. 

ri. furrenders to the 
French at cifcreticn, and a great 
number of other places follow the 
example within a few days. 

14. Lhe pecple of Ver Veer 
rife in favour of the prince of 
Orange, which occafions the other 
towns of Zeland, Holland, U- 
trecht, and Overyilel to do the 
fame: foon after which, the 
ftates of all thefe provinces de- 
clares his ferene highnels ftadt- 
holder, Captain-general and ad- 
Miral. This caufes great plea- 
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{ure to the people, fatisfaction to 
the allies, and confternation to 
the French. 

19. ‘The French take Sas-van- 
Ghent. 

The fame day the lieutenant 
general duke de Boufflers arrives 
at Genoa in the character of com- 
mandant general of the French 
troops. 

20. The French take fort Lief- 
kenfhock in Dutch Flanders, and 
four days after fort Phillipine. 

The fame day the emprefs- 
queen was delivered of a third 
arch-duke at Schronbrun, who 
was baptized by the name of 
Peter-Leopold. 

28. The French take fort Sand- 
berg in Dutch Flanders, after a 
brave refiftance by fome of the 
allied troops. 

30. Hult, the chief fecurity of 
which was the Sandberg, furren- 
ders. 

May 1. The prince of Orange 
Naffau and his confert come from 
Lewarden to the Hague, and the 
next day his highneis is initalled 
by the States general in the office 
of ftadtholder, captain-geaeral 
and admiral. 

3. A French fleet, confiiting 
of 6 men of war, 6 outward bound 
Eait-Indiamen, and 25 Martoni- 
co-men, was attacked off Cape 
Finifterre, by the Englith fqua- 
dron under the admirals Anfon 
and Warren, and totally defeated, 
Ali the men of war and eaft-india- 
men with feveral others were taken. 

5. The town of Axel and fort 
Ter-Neufe furrender to the 
French. 

6. The ftadtholder fets out 
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from the Hague for Zealand. 

9. The French and Spanith 
minifters, Meff. Du Thiel and 
and Macanas, deliver a declara- 
tion to the Dutch plenipotentiary, 
count Waffenaer, foon after which 
they leave the place. 

10. A fharp aétion before Ge- 
noa betwixt the Auftrians,French, 
Spaniards and Genoefe. 

14. I'he fecond fon of the pre- 
tender fets out from France for 
Rome. 

17. Meff. Du Thiel and Maca- 
nas arrive from Breda. 

18. The French king fets out 
from Verfailles for the Nether- 
lands, and arrives at Bruffels on 
the zoth. 

The fame day the French re- 
cover the two Iflands of St. Ho- 
noratand St. Marguerite. 

21 and 22. The French army 
once more repaffes the Var, enters 
Niece and Villafrancha, ana gets 
poffeffion of the caltle of Mount- 
alban. 

23. The young prince royal 
of Denmark dies at Copenhagen; 
his name was Chriftian. 

29 and 30. The Genoefe fally 
out of their capital upon the Au- 
flrians. 

June tr. A treaty concluded at 
Peteifburgh betwixt Great Bri- 
tain and Ruflia, concerning 
30,c00 Ruifian Auxiliaries. 

The fame Day the caftle of 


 Villafranca furrenders at difcre- 


tion tothe French. Alfo, 

The archbifhop of Saltzburg, 
Jacob-Erneft, count of Lichten- 
itein, dies. 

2. The qveen of the two Sici- 
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lies is brought to-bed of a fon at 
Portici. 

The fame day the Autftrians 
got pofleffion of all the pofts be- 
fore Genoa. 

A good many skirmifhes happen 
about this time betwixt the French 
and the allied army in Brabant. 

9. Marriage of the royal and 
electoral prince of Saxony with 
the electoral princefs of Bavaria 
at Drefden. 

16. The dauphinefs makes her 
publick entry into the city of 
Paris. 

19. The king of Great Britain 
diffolves his parliament, and or- 
ders another to be {ummoned. 

About the middle of this 
month the famous Thamas Kouli 
Kan, known of late years by the 
title of Shach Nadir, having tired 
the Perfians with his cruelties, 
was cut off, together with his 
three fons, by his nephew and 
fucceffor Ali Kouli Kan, who 
thereupon affumes the title Shach 
Ady], and publifhed to the world 
a vindication of his conduct. 

This new fovereign feems to 
be a perfon of a pacific difpoli- 
tion, and particularly inclined to 
live in good harmony with the 
Ruffian empire. We have had 
feveral accounts of competitors 
fet up againit him, while other 
relations defcribe Perfia in a per- 
fect itate of tranquility. 

21. A bloody action at Laveldt 
in the bifhoprick of Liege, be- 
twixt the French army and the 
left wing of the allies, comman- 
ded by the duke of Cumber- 
land,

July 1. The French fet down 
betore Bergen-op--Zoom, and 
open trenches on the sth. 

8. The chevalier de Belleifle 
attacks the Piedmontefe entrench- 
ments at Exilles, but falls in the 
attempt, and his army is obliged 
to retire with great lofs, particu- 
larly of officers. 

8. The queen dowager of Spain 
and her children remove from 
Madrid to St. Ildefon{o. 

The French lofea great number 
of men before Pergen-op-Zoom. 

About this time the French and 
Spaniards retire from St Remo, 
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and draw towards Ventimigli 


‘and Nizza. 


19. The prince of Waldeck 
refigns his poit of commander in 
chief of the Dutch troops, and 
retires into Germany. 

About this time the Auftrian 
army march out of the Genoefe 
territory into Piedmont, and near 
Coni join the king of Sardinia ; 
upon which the French and Spa- 
niards retire from Ventimiglia 
quite to Nizza. 

28. Dr. Blackwell executed at 
Stockholm asa ftate criminal. 

29.The allies attack the French 
in the village of Wow, in order 
to raife the fiege of Bergen-op- 
Zoom: but are obliged to retire 
with fome lofs, their defign being 
difcovered. 

Auguft 1. The French army 
removes from Bilfen to Tongres. 

A great many skirmifhes hap- 
pen this month betwixt the French 
and Auftrians in the Genoefe. 

The war by fea continues 
{martly, and feveral fhips are 


taken, 


We had an account of {warms 
of ftrange locufts that appeared in 
Tranfilvania, and eat up all the 
verdure upon the ground. 

The French now carry on their 
attacks againft Bergen-op-Zoom 
by fap, in which they lofe a great 
many men. ‘They aye reinfor- 
ced from the grand army under 
the king ; as is the allied army 
of obfervation at Oudenbofch 
from that under the duke of 
Cumberland on the Meafe, and 
from England. 

About the middle of this month 
the combined Auftrian and Sardi- 
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dinian armies march towards 
Nice ; but finding the roads bad, 
and meeting with other obftruc- 
tions, are obliged to defitt. 

24. The king and queen of 
Denmark anointed and crowned 
at Frederick-burgh. : 

25. A party of French and 
Genoefe make an excurfion into 
the Parmefan as far as Borgo di 
Taro, and carry off a great deal 
of booty. 

From the 2gth to the 29th fe- 
veral fhocks of an earthquake are 
felt in Calabria, which did con- 
fiderable damage at Reggio, and 
in other Cities. 

_ 2g. The denn of Saltzburg 
count James Andrew van Died- 
richftein, is elected archbithop of 
that fovereign archbifhaprick. 

_ Sept. 5. The French take 
Pergen-op Zoom by furprize, and 
the remains of the garrifon retire 
to Steebergen. ; 

12. The French King leave 
hisarmy, and returns to Verfail- 
is. An Englifh homeward- 
bound Weitt India foffers 
much by a ftorm near Barbadoes. 

17. Cardinal count Sinzen- 
dorff, bifhop of Breflau, dicd in 
that city. 

21. he coadjutor of the bi- 
fhop of Breflau, prince Schaf- 
gotich, is nominated by the king 
of Praffia to that diocefe. 

The French and Genoefe, who 
had invaded the Pavefan and Pla- 
centine, are repulfed by the Pea- 
fants, and a {mall number of Au- 
itrians, and obliged to retire with 
the lofs of about 800 men. 

2°. Fort Frederick-hendrick 
furrenders to the French at dif. 
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29. The prince ftadtholder 
makes a tour from the Hague to 
Oudenbofch, and the towns round 
about. 

Throughout this month  skir- 
mifhing continues in the Genoefe 
territories, and parties of the Au- 


ftrian and Sardinian army make 


fhort inroads upon the French 
territories. ‘Towards the end, a 
large body of French and Geno- 
eie make an excurfion into the 
village of Scrivea, take Robbeo, 
and ieveral otner places, raife 
large contributions, drive off the 
cattle, &c. 

Oct. 1. The forts Lillo and 
Krays Schaus, furrender to the 
French at difcretion. 

7+ Ube Spanifh man of war, 
the Gloriofo of 74 guns, and 759 
men, taken by the Enghth. The 
fame day the prince itadtholder 
returns from Oudenbofch to the 
Hague. Alfo the duke de Rich- 
lieu makes an unfuccefstul attack 
upon the Auftrians at Campo 
Steddo. 

9. Marfhal Belleifle relieves the 
caitle of Ventimiglia. 

11. The duke of Cumberland 
arrives at the Hague from the 
army. 

14. Rear admiral Hauke comes 


up with a Jarge outward-bound 
French Weit-India fleet, and 


takes fix of the men of war that 


were to convoy it; the admiral 
and one more efcape. 


France figns a new fubfidy 
treaty with Sweden for three 
yews, by which the former is 
to pay the latter at feveral times, 
taree millions 700,0¢0 livres. 
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23. The prince of Orange was 
elected by the ftates of Guel. 
derland, and the 27th by thofe 
of Overyflel, Hereditary ttadthol- 
der, &c. of thofe provinces, in 
both the male and female line. 

Nov. 5. The tates of Holland 
and Weit-Friezeland, take the 
fame refolution as thofe of Guel- 
derland and Overy flel had done ; 
and on the 11th make a folemn 
deputation to him and the princefs 
royal his confort, on the occa- 
fion. 

g. A declaration made in Zea- 
Jand of the fame tenure. 

About this time was publifhed 
the anfwer of their High Mighti- 
nefles, which had been refoived 
at the end of the lJaft month, to 
the two memorials of the Abbe 
de la Ville, and the declaration 
of the French king, which bore 
date the 17th of April, and Sept. 
23d, N.S. 

The Duke cf Cumberland fet 
out from the Hague for London 
on the gth, and arrives at St. 
James’s on the 13th. 

12 His Britannick majefty 
opens his new parliament by a 
{peech, having met it two days 
before, and ordered the choice of 
a fpeaker. 

17. Duke Charles Leopold of 
Meckienbergh Swerin, dies at 
Domitz in the 69th year of his 
age, and is fucceeded by his bro- 
ther the Duke Adminiftrator, Chri- 
ftian- Lewis. 

The Englifh about this time 
take feveral French merchant 
fhips of the Martinico fleet. 

The French and Genoefe 
quarrel with the republick of 
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Lucca, which is obliged to fubmit 
to fuperior force. 
From the zoth to the 22d ftormy 
weather from the weft, which 
did abundance of damage in the 
Baltick. 
Dec. 1. A terrible hurricane 
from the fouth welt and fouth, 
which did an infinite deal of da- 
mage by fea and land. 
4. The abbot of Kempton, a 
fovereign prince, and favourite of 
the emprefs-queen, dies.

SIR, 


F TER my unworthy ene- 

mies have taken their own 
mechods of publithing their own 
infamy tothe world, and of refleét- 
ing too harfhly on my unhappy 
part of their ftory, permit me to 
fly to you, who feem proud to 
call yourfelf the friend of the 


diltreffed, and by your means to 


free my character, in the minds 
of thofe who do not know me, 
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of the afperfions the author of 
my unhappinefs has thrown on 
ic. Our unfortunate ftory has 
been in the mouths of all the 
world now for fome months; but 
give me leave to fay it has yet 
been very imperfeétly told. All 
who have related it, have indeed 
been equally able to give it in 
its true light, but powerful par- 
tiality has concealed too much, 
at leaft of what regards my 
wretched fhare init, and I have 
been much too rudely calumnized : 
"Tis enough for me to be unhap- 
py, let me not, Sir, be flandered 
too: But take from my own 
wretched hand, that part of the 
relation which {elf-intereft made 
the reft conceal. 

Many years fince, when I was 
young, and not difagreeable in — 
my perfon, and far from defpi- 
cable in my fortune, Mr. C—Il 
was propofed to me as a huf- 
band. Let me confefs my fraile 
ty to you, I had before too deep- 
ly engaged my own heart to 
think of a fecond choice with- 
outhorror. Ayoung gentleman, 
who to me appeared more ami- 
able than the reft of his fex in 
all things, but in nothing fo much 
as in his virtues, had begged my 
permiifion to follicit my mother 
tor me: He was a clergyman, a 
perfon of great expelations, tho’ 
then of no great fortune, and is 
now as much my {fuperior as I 
then was his. [ had Jong in fe- 
cret admired him, and when he 
made his application to me, his 
modefty, his afpett, his fubmi® 
fion, and his difinterefted as well 
tender behaviour, conquered my 

heare 
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heart at once. My mother, un- 
happily for me, refufed him, 
having heard of this unhappy 
man, to wnom I was afterwards 
bound, and he having the fha- 
dow of a large fortune, for ales ! 
it was no more. 

I had not been educated in the 
principles of vice and difobect- 
ence, and knew not how to con- 
tradict a parent: My lever, my 
honeit difiuterefled lover, joined 
alfo in requeiting me, fince he 
could not have a parents bleffing 
with me, to pardon and forget 
him. promifed, T obeyed, and 
made mytelf awretch. I will 
not fay I never thought of him 
afterwards, but this can molt 
foiemnly affirm, I never faw, nay, 
I never wifhed to fee him after- 
wards. 

In country places’every body 
knows the fecrets of every family. 
T was foon informed of my new 
lover’s engagements with his un- 
happy relation. I told my mo- 
ther what I had learned, conjured 
her, as I had given up one lover at 
her command, to give me leave 
to decline another, with whom I 

could never be happy, and who 
could never indeed be happy with 
me, 1 pleaded however in vain. 
What methods he had taken, I 
know not, but my wrong judg- 
ing parent, was irrevocably bent 
onthe match: Unfuccefsful with 
ner, I next applied to him, beg- 
ged him to decline his intent ; 

1 toid him freely what I knew 
of his prior engagements, and 
entreated him not to make me 
acceffary to the deftru€tion of 
ane whom he ought tenderly to 


love. Alas! how little did he 
deferve thisfrom me! [told him, 
I {aw too plainly that it was my 
fortune, not me, that he courted, 
and warned him in the moft pa- 
thetick terms, of the mifery that 
mutt attend the marrying one whom 
he could not love, while under fuch 
binding obligations to one whom 
he did. Surely, there is no curte to 
a young creature fo great as that 
of having a handfome fortune. 
I. pleaded here as vainly as to 
my mother. I know Mr. C—! 
would have given up my perfon 
for a little asking, but my for- 
tune was too delicious a bait. 
{ urged this frequently, nay,every 
time I faw him, but ever in vain. 
He prefled, my parent command- 
ed, and I confented, tho’ with 
much reluctance, I could have 
foreicen what was to be the con- 
fequence, I made myfelf a wretch. 
When the ceremony was overs 
all was done that my new {poufe 
required. Let me proclaim him 
as he is, he could not hide his 
bafenefs even for the wedding- 
day ; a few hours fhewed me I 
had linked myfelf for life to one 
whofe only wifh muit be the pe- 
riod of that life, that he might 
give another the fpoils of my de- 
{tructicn. 
I wes but young in forrow 
t: but reafon dictated to me 
that, though it was a hopelefs 
attempt, my only profpect of fu- 
ture peace, muift be by endea- 
vouring to make myfelf as agree- 
able to my husband as he found 
my rival. Juft heaven knows 
with how true a zeal I attempted 
this. I knew him hafty, intem- 
perate, 
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perate, and impatient of the 
flighteft trouble: I hal no will, 
no voice to contradict him; I 
gave him no offence, no pain, 
no trouble; I would not fufer 
him to ftand in the cold to lead 
me from my coach, but ufed a 
fervant’s arm to heip me; what 
will not guile and oppreffion turn 
to its own purpole Chis ftudied 
bhumiliiv, this careful afliduitry 
notto give my lord and matter 
trouble, have been madea reproach 
t» me fince ; and I have been 
cenfured for my Cre, as if the 
effect of a fullen temper and a- 
verfion. 

{ am accufed of being morofe: 
Y have been melancholy, heavily 
fo indeed, and [ have had heavy 
caule for it ! and as I do not pre- 
tend to more than human pae 
tience, furely under my provo- 
cations, it might have been par- 
donable, had I fometimes given 
breath to a harfh reflection ; but 
I cal! my own mifery to witnefs, 
that in all this temptation, in all 
thefe agonizing trials, [ have faid 
nothing to the worft of husbands, 
but what the beit might have 
heard without offence. 

Whole weeks would my cruel 
fpoufe be from me without a 
caule, without a pretext; and 
when he returned, tears were 
my only reproaches $ with thete 

weied my pillow in his ab- 
fence, and thefe [| could not 
Wholly command away, even 
When he returned. He never 
deign’d to fpeak to me; our meet- 
ings were all filence 3 a churlith 
guilt on his part, a grief too 
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erat for words oninine: And 
when my tears and {mothered 
fizhs difturbed his repofe, he 
would too often, as he has glo- 
ried in confefling, drench me 

with a colder flood of water. 
Lhadthought mv wifekt itep was 
to attempt, if poffibie, to gain 
his leve; but alas! IT erred. His 
Was irrecoverably loft, and 
my endearments were but fo ma- 
ny hated provocations to him ! 
© the mifery of that woman, 
whofe partner of her bed doats 
on another! all meritsin fuch a 
wretch are crimes, and ail that 
can be done for peace, is to in- 
dulge the man who loaths her in 
a jullen indolence, but I knew 
not this ull too late, and. as I 
had no other object of endear- 
ments, I hoped to move fome 
tendernefs in him! How contra- 
ry, alas! was the effect! Yet as 
it was, “tis happy; for it is bet- 
ter, fure to know the worft at 
once, than to live ineternal dread 
of what at laft mult fall on us. 
By this, which was to him the 
fevereit of all provocations, I dif- 
covered at length the depth of all 
my mifery. J] banifi’d him my 
bed, my thoughts, my fight, 
and I recovered the poor remains 
of my own fortune ; but what re- 
paration, alas, is this Sir, to me, 
forall chat I have fuffered, all 
that [ have loft? Doomed with- 
out a crime to milery, nav,to 
infamy too; told that thofe dear 
babes,wnom [ conceived my laws 
ful children,the heirs to my eitate, 
are born in Baitardy ; and robbed 
of allthat itore of happinefs I 
Ddd fhould 
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fhould have elfe enjoyed in one 
whofe virtues were as conipicu- 
cuous as the vices of the wretch 
my mother chofe for me: Plun- 
der’d of my hcnour as well as 
of my fortune, and even of my 
name and being ; and yet the au- 
thors of this mitery fhal! live and 
flourith: ftrange negieét in our 
fam’d laws! ‘he wretch who, 
to relieve the neceilities of a ftar- 
ving family, fteals my gloves or 
my handkerchief, fhall bedoom’d 
to death with infamy ; while he, 
who robs meof all, nay of my- 
felf ; and fhe, who deaf to all the 
cries of honour and of conf{cience 
dares affift him in it, tho’ herlelf 
the great fource of aj] the diitradt- 
ing confequences, fhall laugh in 
eaie and firm fecurity, fhal! pub- 
tothe world the ttory of my 
wrongs, and while difputing 
their own quarrel, fhail think 
my fhare of the ruin too tri- 
vial to be worth even the lighteit 
Feyard.

] read with very great pleafure 
to my little fire-fide here, the 
account you have given us in the 
Jait magazine of the pomp and 
{plendor of a kingdom which I 
had thought a nation of little 
better than favages. I muft con- 
tefs the defcriptions you give of 
the riches of that court appeared 
on the reading almoit too ttrange 
to be true; but I find fince thar, 
jt was my own ignorance only 
that made me think fo: for on 
comparing the account you have 
tran{mitted to us with thofe given 
by other writers, I find yours dif- 
fers in nothing but in being more 
correct and accurate. 

I am not without hopes that 
I may be able to make you fome 
return for the pleafure you then 
gave me, by tranfmitt'ng to you 
an account of another court which 
perhaps may appear almoit as in- 
credible to yourfelf, as well as to 
your readers, as that did to me ; 
but which you will not doubt the 
truth of when I inform you, that 
I have it from fo near a relation 
as anuncle, who had the honcur 
of being embaflador from the 
Englifh court there. ‘Ihe court 
I mean is that of the emperor of 
Morocco, which is indeed in a]l 


refrects the exact reverfe of that 
fplendid 
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fplendid and regular one you have 
defcribed to us of the Mogul. 

Mequinez, the refidence of the 
emperor at the time when my 
uncle was there, which is now 
one and twenty years ago, isa 
miferably dirty and ill built town, 
very irregular in its ftreets, and 
inhabited in a mixt manner with 
all forts of people. ‘The palace 
lies to the fouth of the city, and 
is very extenfive, but miferably 
irregularly contrived ; and the 
emperor himfelf, and his whole 
train of courtiers, more like a 
drunken rabble of Dutch boors, 
than any thing that Carries the 
Jeaftt marks of greatnefs. But 
nothing can give you a more juit 
account of them, than the man- 
ner of my uncle's audience, an 
occafion on Which you are very 
fenfible the court might be ex- 
pected to be in its beft appear- 
ance. 

Onthe day appointed, a Spa- 
niard, governor of the chriflians, 
and feveral officers of the palace, 
came to conduct the ambaflador 
to court ; the ceremony was but 
a very forry one: and as their 
cavalcade approached the palace, 
a drunken moor of quality rode 
m among them in the abundance 
of his zeal, calling them chri- 
ftian dogs, and prefenting his piece 
at the Iingiifh ; and it was with 
much difficulty that he was per- 
{waded from firing among them. 

When they were entred the firit 
gate of the palace, they all aligh- 


ted, and in the {quare within it, 


were found thirteen fine horfes of 
State, richly caparifoned, and 
held by fo many negro grooms, 
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The bafhaw who conductec the 
embatlador, led him to take a 
view of thefe with as great pride 
and ofientation as if he was fhew- 
ing him the vaults of treafure of 
the Mogul. After this, pafling 
thro’ two or three (quares more, 

they came to the emperor’s apar‘- 
ment, but they had fuch a croud 
tomake way thro’,that it was with 
great difficulty they got there. 
After fome time, they were ccn- 


ducted into a long gallery of 


ftate, the floor and fides of which 
were covered with fmall red and 
white tiles. Hither his Britifh 
Majelly’s prefent was brought, 
and fet out to the beft advantage. 
It confilted of a large crylial 
fconce with twelve branches, forty 
pieces Of coarfe cloth, fifteen 
pieces of fuperfine cloth, a box 
of cambrick, thirty loaves of 
double refined fugar, a box of 
China ware, twenty pound 
weight of green tea, three jars 
of iweetmeats, a box of toys, 
feveral pieces of brocades and 
tabbies, and fome pieces of gold 
lace, a gun and a pair of pilio!, 
and four chefts of Florence Wine. 
You may guefs, Sir, by fuch a 
prefent, what idea the court here 
had of that they fentto. They 
were after this conducted about a 
guarter of a mile farther thro’ 
a vaftcroud, and Were then told 
that the emperor was in the next 
room. The embaflador was 
made to wait here about an hour 
while the prefent was all dif- 
pofed in order before the emperor, 
and he had tafted the wine and 
the {weetmieats: then a pair of 
folding doors were thrown open, 
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and his majefly was feen fitting 
in an open gallery under a cano- 
py: at his feet fat his favourite 
brother Muly Amfteddy, with 
his prime minifter Bafflaw Emp- 
fiall, a great fat negro. 

The embaffador being led up 
to the throne, pulled off his hat, 
and made three bows; and hav- 
ing delivered the king of Great 
Britain’s letter tyed up in a hand- 
kerchief into the emperor’s own 
hand, and a gold watch into the 
o:her, he put on his hat, and 
made his fpeech of congratulation 
to the emperor from the king his 
matter, and affured him of his 
great aftiction to his perfon. This 
was immediately interpreted to 
the emperor, but to very little 
parpole, for he was fo drunk, 
that he could not keep his eyes 
open, and during the making 
the fpeech, which wasno long one 
he vomited twice upon the ‘head 
of his negroe minifter. His bro- 
ther however ventured to awaken 
him, to give his an{wer, 
which was done in very fw words. 
He looked with great pleafure at 
the prefent,and told the embaftador 
it was very well, and bad thealcade 
of the chrittians fee that he did 
not want any thing whiehe ttaid, 
and to give him roatt pig every 
day; and giving his minilter a 

great kick on the fhoulder, Emp- 
itall, fays he, only fee that he 
has every thing he asks for, 
let it be what it will. 

He had no fooner finithed this 
memorable f{peech, but his cour- 
tiers threw themfelves on their 
faces, extoled his generofity to 
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the skies, and crawled on their 
hands and knees to kifs his feet ; 
after which, his eunuchs finding 
him very much difordered, car- 
ried him away, and the court re- 
tired. While the embaflador 
waited to be admitted, and the 
prefent was putting in order, 
there was fuch a ro:fe and di- 
fturbance between the emperor 
and his drunken courtiers, that 
he could compare it to nothin 

but the common fide of a goal. 

The emperer was very tall and 
thin, he feemed confiderably more 
than fix foot high, about fifty 
years of age, of a fierce counte- 
nance, his face bloated, his eyes 
very red and fore, his whole 
face miferably fearr'd with the 
{mall pox, and his tore teeth our, 
fo that he made buta very indif- 
ferent figure. His apparel was 
no better than his countenance, 
all that he had about him (except 
his cymitar, the {cabbardof which 
was fet with precious ttones) was 
not Wurth twenty fhillings. He 
had a dirty white alhague or veit 
on, and over it a cloak of coarfe 
black cloth, and his turban was 
a green fille {ath hung carelefly 

about his head. If this was the 
drets of the emperor, the cour- 
ticrs vou may guels were nove:y 
elegant figures, and all the furni- 
ture of the palace, fo far asthe 
embaffador faw of it, Was not 
worth fifty pounds. 

As foon as the emperor was 
carried out, the confulion among 
the drunken courtiers was as 
great as before, and no care was 
taken to conduct the embatfador 
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back again, but he and his retinue 
were pulled and tofied about, and 
in no fmall danger of being trod 
under foot; and inflead of being 
alliited by the officers of the court, 
the @ates were fhut againit them, 
and extravagant tums demanded 
forleave to gothro’ them. The 
croud in the mean time was very 
great about them; feveral of 
them had their pockets picked, 
enitheir {words taken from their 
fides, and the very lace and the 
cold buttons cut off of their clothes, 
{y that they expected to be all 
 fteipped: However, by bribing 
| the porters pietty high,’ they got 
| thro, and arrived fafe at the ems 
| bailador’s apartment. 

{t was the ufual cuftom with 
the emperor to drink with his 
miniflers and courtiers all he fell 
Gown dead drunk, and he was 
tien carried to bed by his eunuchs, 
and when he awaked, he was 
fure to give fome token of the 
cruelty ot his difpofition ; fo that 
his fervants ail ficd from him, 
and happy was that miniter who 
could tind an excule to be ablent. 
mornmg after the embaffa- 
dor’s audience, he fhot two of his 
attendants, to try his new pitlols, 
and would have killed his prime 
| mniniiier, af be had not tound 


means to eicape, but he was two 
hours afterwards into 
| favour again. 
| Another day he ordered two 
Tewih women, whom he 


pad {ven fomewnere, to be broughe 
, to his bed, and the nexc morning 
jent them home again; but hear- 


afterwards, that chew 
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bands had bedded them again, 
he had them both put. to death. 
One cf his miltreiles difobligiug 
him, he ordered all her teeth to 
be drawn out; and enquiring 
how fhe did next day, and finding 
fhe was ina miferable condition 
with grief, and with the an- 
guifh of the operation, he order’d 
all the man’s teeth to be pulled 
out who had drawn hers, and 
fent her by way of fatisfaction : 
his ufval diverfion was 
tolling up of people, who had 
diipleafed him in any trifle: this 
Was the having them thrown up 
into the air as high as could be 
by four ftout flaves, and the fall 
always either killed or made 
cripples of them ; and this ‘was af- 
terwards the fate of the prime mt- 
niiler, who alighting flat in his. 
fall, his fat beily burft, and the 
inonarch expretled great pleafure 
at the fight. You may fee by’ 
this, Sir, how ftrange a difference 
there is between the courts of 
different princes ; and I hope this 
account may be worth your ac- 
ceptance, fince, if ic has no other 
mest, T can aflure you of ita: 
truth.

On Fortune Telling, 
Aid pretenfrons to skillin Aprology, 
Pretence of being acquaint- 
& ed with future events of 


lives, feems to haye been. 
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a thing equally ancient and ab- 
furd. Common fenfe, one would 
imagine, mult inform all the 
world, that the whole is an en- 
‘tire impoffibility, and yet we find 

eople from the very earliett 
faowo ages have given Credit to 
it ; and what is more to be la- 
mented, as well as more to be 
wondered at, is, that in thefe 
more enlightened times, the fal- 
lacy is fo far from being banifhed 
out of the world, that it feems 
never to have been in greater re- 
pute than at prefent ; and I be- 
lieve it is pretty certain, that no 
one city at any period of time, 
ever fupported fo many conjurers 
at Once, as there now flourifh in 
London. 

The dangerous trick of help- 
ing people to their ftolen goods 
again, feems indeed a little out of 
ufe at prefent ; whether it be that 
the owners of plate are too cun- 
ning to let the conjurer’s emiffaries 
Jay hold of them, or that the 
fortune-tellers and pickpockets 
_are lefs in league than formerly ; 
for afluredly without verbal cone 
feffion and a lucrative fhare in 
the fecret, (thanks to the people 
in power) thievery is advanced as 
well as the other {ciences, to fo 
high a pitch of perfection at pre- 
fent, that fuch proficients as ours, 
are much too cunning for fuch 
devils as our conjurers deal 
with. Though this branch of 
the bufinefs has decayed, how- 
ever there are {till fubjects enough 
for the learned aitrologer to prac- 
tife his art upon. Young wenches 
will always want to be married, 
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and young wives to be widows, and 
if but one tenth of either of thefe 
fall to the fhare of our whele fet 
of conjuring do¢torsonce a month, 
the profits will be more than fuf- 
ficient to keep up the dignity of 
the function 3 to fay nothing of 
the disbanded courtiers, who pay 
before-hand for the ill luck of 
the people whofe places they

The various ranks and degrees 
of thefe artilts, from the civil old 
gentlewoman who mends crack’d 
China, or tells the fecrets of old 
time with coffee-grounds, to the 
redoubted feventh fon of the fe- 
venth fon of Copernicus, who 
requires half a guinea to calt a 
nativity, are noteafily reckoned ; 
each however has its feveral pro- 
vince and feveral profits. 

The civil old lady who leaves 
her wafhing-tub to tell my young 
lady Wifhfort when Mr. Prettyman 
will go by the door next, is con- 
tented with the moderate pay of 
fix-pence every other day ; but if 
the aunt miffes a filver fpoon or 
candleftick, "tis ten to one but 
the cunning old devil can give a 
fhrewd guefs at which of the 
naughty fervants has ftole it. 

_'The reverend gentleman, who 
has, to fave the trouble of long 
journeysy 
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Journeys, prudently taken his re- 
fidence near the court, where he 
will be one day to hold up his 
hand ; after giving coaches and 
fix to a dozen milliner’s ’ pren- 
tices in a morning, and promif- 
ing to as many ladies, who thro’ 
the unnatural cuitom of the coun- 
try, are unhappy enough to have 
but one husband a piece, that 
they fhall have fome civil things 
faid to them in the evening at 
the play after the third act, by a 
gentleman in green and gold ; 
can eac his capon in peace, and 
atrer the fatigue of the day, lay 
by the great hat and long perri- 
wig, and rife lke Vertumnus 
our of the old woman into a 
blooming young fellow of five 
and twenty, and puting on the 
coat of pretenfion, pay his half 
crown, and hiscompliments, where 
he has been promifed before- 
hand, that they fhali be well re. 
ceived. 

The dumb lady, whofe want 
of hearing or fpeaking, faves 
her the trouble of a great many 
unneceflary queitions, having 
been guilty of fome litle trips 
of late, is now determined to fee 
no body but fuch as are intro- 
duced to her by fome body the 
knows 3 and the world loves to 
cheat fo well, that the good 
friend who introduces, ufually 
qualifies the lady for giving a 
very fatisfa€tory anfwer.

is ready for his five guineas, for 
curing the wounds fuch charms 
may have made in a tender 
heart. 

Is it not amazing, upon the 
whole, that fuch a number of 
thefe, after fuch a multitude of 


thefe exploits, as each has been 


guilty of, fhould yet be able to 
flourifh, and cheat the children 
of the fathers they had before 
been kicked or can’d by ; but 
London is fruitful in fools; there 
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is a conftant new fucceffion of 
them, and if every one comes 
but once to the fnare, the profits 
are fully fuificient.

Martin’s Lane, is far above all 
thefe little artifices however, he 
has ftudied the fiars, and he can

Shall I confels, 
that it coft me my half guinea 
to be mace acquainted wiih the 
whole art of aftrology from this 
gentleman; I purchated it how- 
ever, for your fake, gentle rea- 
der, and you fhall have it much 
cheaper. The San is patrou of 
the head, he fays, the Moon coms 
mands the brain, Jupiter than- 
ders in the liver, gentle Venus 
euides the reins, Mars influences 
the clench’d fitt, and fulien Sa- 
turn fleeps upon themilt,while light 
feigned Mercury plays upon the 
Jungs, and fqueezes our bagpipes 
to what notes he pleafes. 

Nor are the figns and conftel- 
lations le{s intereited in the be- 
half cof humble man; Aries exe 
pands the foul of the child born 
under him to extravagance and 
profufion, ‘Taurus tnipircs the 
infant with the thunder of an 
Englith admiral, or the hard ait 
of a Broughton’s champion 3 un- 
der Gemini we are born to wane 
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tonnefs and incontinency ; under 
Cancer to inconftancy ; Leo fets 
us all our lives a quarrelling ; 
Virgo preferves our virginity to 
three-fcore, if we live fo long; 
and the intended taylor or law- 
yer, if born under Libra, mutt 
be honeft ; Scorpio urges us to 
treafon ; not a Scotchman was 
cat up faft year but carried the 
marks of this fign on his fore- 
bead ; Sagittary gives us pride, 
Capricorn courage, Aquarius fo- 
briery, and if we are unhappy 
enough to be born under Piicis, 
we mult be hanged for the high- 
way, though our father were a 
bifhop. 

Hlandeland the late Caporale, 
he is ready to take his oath,were 
born under Orphius’s, old Fug 
under Orion, ftutterlag 
J*** when Mercury and Saturn 
were in oppolition. It is true 
the fign Virgo is as like a fine 
lady as an apple patly, and I 
fancy fhe might have had as much 
influence on our chattity if fhe 
had been drawn in that fhape as 
in the other ; and that Libra could 
have as much influenced our ho- 
nelty, had it been drawn in the 
fhape of a wind mill ; and it is 
certain from their fhapes in the hea- 
vens, that Ariesand ‘Taurus might 
as Well have been drawn in the 
fhape of a crocodile or a rheno- 
ceros ; but however, fo they are 
figured, and fo we are lafluenced: 
according to this gentleman’s 
doctrine the world is wholly 
guided by the power of thefe 
torms, and we are mere puppets, 
which only {peak or caper as the 
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{tars behind the curtain dire¢ts 
us. 

Could one imagine that folly 
like this could gain the leaf 
eround in a civilized nation ? but 
we {ee, alas, that it ever has been 
fo in all countries, and aftrologers 
have ever been confulted by fo- 
vereign princes, though fcarce an 
age has pafled without the de- 
te€tion of a thoufand of thefe 
follies and rogueries. 

In the empire of China there 
is a whole fociety of conjurers 
of this kind, and they havea 
fort of patent for menopoliz- 
ing all the trade wich the ftars 
to themfelves, no body but 
one of their body daring even 
to tofs a cup of tea grounds ; and 
the emperor never undertakes 
any thing of confequence without 
the approbation of the ftars by 
the mouths of thefe their em- 
baffadors. Moft of the Afiatick 
nations are extremely bigotted to 
this delufion; and in Europe, 
Italy abounds with them. ‘The 
inguifition itfelf cannot drive 
them out of Portugal; and in 
France, in the time of Catharine 
de Medicis, they were more nu- 
merous than they are at prefent 
in England ; the ladies had no 
will bur that of the Stars, and 
if they doomed them to frailties, 
it was nocrime not to refift irre- 
vocable doom. Lewis the eleventh 
had the greateft faith of all men 
in thefe deceivers ; and one of 
his favourite mittreffes dying, he 
was perfectly convinced that her 
death was owing to one of thefe 


_ aflrologers, who had a pique a-

gainft her, bribing fome of the 
itars in his behalf; he told his 
council the crime of the aftro- 
loger, and fent for him into a 
room where they were, which 
overlooked a deep defcent into 
the gardens, determined to threw 
him out of the window. The 
{tarry prophet appearing before 
him, the king asked him, where 
and in what manner _ himfelf 
fhould die. The conjurer, tho’ 
he did not fee the bottom of the 
king’s defign, faw enough how- 
ever to be upon his guard againft 
danger, and anfwered, ‘* Dread 
** Sovereign, I have calculated 
*“ my nativity, and find that I 
‘* fhall die three days before your 
‘© Majelty.” The anfwer faved 
the conjuror’s life, in fpite of 
the king’s vengeance ; but it has 
fared worfe with many of them 
on the like trials ; and could the 
world be warned by example, 
what has happened on repeated 
occafions of this, kind is. enough 
to cure them of all belief in fuch 

impoiture. 
William Duke of Mantua, 
opened the eyes of a certain fo- 
vereign Prince in his time, who 
was very credulous with regard 
to fortune-tellers, by ordering the 
time of a mare’s coulting that 
was’ kept in his ftables, to be 
carefully obferved, and fend- 
ing an account immediately to 
the altrologers of Italy, that 
at fuch an hour and minute a 
certain baftard was born in his 
palace, whofe nativity he defired 
them to calculate, which they ac- 
cordingly did; and taking it for 
granted, 
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granted, that the baftard, by his 


care about it, was of his own 
getting ; one declared, that in his 
twenty fourth year he would be 
made a: great general ; another 
declared he would be a bifhop;

moft ridiculous light, is, that 
memorable one of Lewis the ele- 
venth of France, fo famed for 
his belief in thefe people. This 
prince was fo infatuated with the 
opinion of thefe people’s skill, 


a third gave him a cardinal’s hat; that he could never go out with- 


and a fourth,willing to excel what 


all the reft had done, told him, 


that he fhould have the triple 
crown. 

Leopold the third, was one 
day boldly warned by one of his 
aftrologers to prepare for death, 
for that on the third day follow- 
ing, he fhould die; but wiler 
tian to give credit to the prophe- 
cy, he asked the conjurer, if he 
could tell how and when he 
fhould die himfelf? To which he 
anfwered, that he well knew he 
fhould die of a fever. The prince 
replied, Well, four days hence, 
the world will fee how good a 
prophet you are in} regard to 
me, but I'll immediately fhew 
you, you are a very bad one in 
regard to yourfelf, for you fhall 
be hanged this minute. The 
rope was prepared, and the exe- 
cutioner called, when the mife- 
rable fellow, entreating the king 
to feel his pulfe, convinced him 
that the ,fright had brought on 
that fever, in which he had fore- 
told that he fhould die: The 
prince pardoned him for the hu- 
mour of the excufe, but the pro- 
phecy was badly verified, forthe 
prince lived afterward to fee the 
conjarer drowned as he was crof- 
fing a lake in a finall boar. 

But the accident, which of all 
ethers, has {et aftrology in the 


out one of them with him, that 
he might have him to confult on 
occafion. What cured him for 
ever of his fondnefs for them, 
was this; getting up one day 
very early, and feeing the sky 
perfectly clear, he confulted his 
conjurer about the weather, who 
telling him it would bea very 
fine day, he ordered his hounds 
and horfes,and fet out to hunting : 
On the way to the chace, ne met 
a peafant of a neighbouring town 
driving his afs loaded with cab- 
bagesto market. ‘Che king had 
the curiofity to ftop and ask 
the fellow what he thought 
the weather would be? ‘ro 
which the fellow anfwered, that 
he believed ere Jong there would 
a good deal of rain, for that he 
had minded that his afs fhook his 
ears, and rubbed his arfe again{t 
the pofts confouncedly, which he 
he faid was always a fure fign of 
rain. The king and his con- 
jurer Jaughed fuffictently at the 
peafant’s prognoftication ; but 
they had been out two hour:, 
when they found that he 
had told truth, and they were 
all thoroughly wet to the skin. 
The king, on his return, juftly 
concluded, thatthe afs was muc!i 
wifer than his conjurers, and ac- 
cordingly difmiis’d them, and 
ordered a ftable for the afs, Me 
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fhould live. 
Thefe, and a thoufand other 


inftances of a like kind, there 
are, which would, if confidered, 
fuficiently laugh conjuring out of 
the world ; but the misfortune is, 
thefe are all huddled up in dark- 
nefs, while the few prognoftica- 
tions that have proved true have 
been induftrioufly fpread every 
where abroad, and given the 
fortune-tellers the falfe credit of 
the Neptune of old, in whofe 
temple there were a thoufand 
trophies of the people who had 
efcaped fhipwreck, but not one 
remembrance of the millions 
who had perifhed in fpite of their 
prayers to him. 

Nothing was ever more Jjuft 
indeed, than what Henry the 
fourth of France obferved on this 
occafion. It was well known 
that he had many enemies, and 
it was daily expeéted that he 
would be affaflinated. The con- 
jurers of the times on this daily 
foretold, that he would be mur- 
dered, and this for many years, 
on which the king oblerved ; 
«* My enemies are fo many, that 
probably I fhall be fo one 
‘‘ time or other. And if that 
‘< happens, the aftrologer who 
‘* foretells it Jaft before that 
‘© time, will be deified for his 
“€ prediction, while the thoufand 
“* falfe prophecies of thefe blun- 
derers will be all forgotten.” ,

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An account of the manner of tak- 


ing the fea-horfe by the Dutch, 
at the Cape of Good Hope, ix 
a letter to tne author, 


STR, 


§ you feem willing to give 
every thing that is curious 
a place in your work, I fancy it 
may not be unwelcome to you to 
have an account Of a new fort of 
fifhing, which has lately been 
put in practice at the Cape with 
great fuccefs, and proves a means 
cf catching very eafily and plea- 
fantly an animal extremely valued 
there, and which was very diffi- 
cultly and very rarely caught 
before. 

The creature I mean is the ri- 
ver horfe, or, as it is commonly 
called, the fea-horfe; but this 
name is very improper, for he 
never frequents the fea, being 
only found in the large rivers. 
The fleth of the larger fort of 
thefe creatures is exactly of the 
tafte of veal, but greatly more 
lufcious and tender, and has been 
fold within thefe few years at 
twenty pence a pound; and the 
fat, which ferves to all the purpo- 
fes of butter, at a fhilling ; but 
the late invented method of catch- 
ing them, has now fatten’d the 
whole country with them, and 
reduc’d the price to eight pence 
a pound, and the fat in propor- 
tion. 

{t may not be improper to 
acquaint the curious, that we 
have three forts of this animal 
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known to thofe who have writ- 
ten books about beafts, and, fo 
far as I can find, none of thofe 
that I have read, write as if they 
had even feen any of them. The 
great fort, which is the only one 
that any body in your part of the 
world, to my knowledge, has 
ever heard of, is the largeft ani- 
mal I ever faw, tho’ not fo tall 
as fome others. He looks more 
like the young Rhinoceros that 
was fome time ago fhewn with 
you,than any otheranimal I know. 
I wasat the taking of one, which 
all the company judging to be a 
full grown old horfe, we had the 
curiofity to meafure him. His 
length from head to tail was 
eighteen foot three inches, and he 
meafured twenty foot round tbe 
thickeft part of his body, by 
which you may guefs a little at 
his fhape. His legs meafured 
four feet two inches round, tho’ ke 
had no hair upon them, and they 
were but barely four foot long, fo 
that his belly is neareft the ground 
of any creatyres of his fize ; he 
is monftroufly clumfey and un- 
weildy, and from his belly down- 
ward, has fomething the look 
of a bear. His fore-feet were 
each eighteen inches broad, his 
hinder ones fifteen. You will, 
T believe, judge his body bulky 
enough, but his head is mon- 
ftroufly toolarge and clumfey even 
for that, and he is upon the whole, 
T believe, the uglieit of all God’s 
reatures. His eyes are very 
{imall, and his ears as thin as 
parchment, and about as long 
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here, which feems not to be 


asa hogs. His mouth will open 
near two foot wide, and fhews 2 
frightful fet of teeth, but he has 
two in particular like the tusks 
of a boar, which are placed one 
on each fide near the front of 
the lower jaw, and are often a 
a foot long; thefe are fo hard, 
that they will {trike fire with ftcel 
like a flint, and are of a fort of 
three corner’d fhape, and meafur’d 
eight inches round in the creature 
we examined. Fis feet are of a 
ftrange fhape, and are like thofe 
of the Rhinoceros, being divided 
into four claws. His tail is very 
fhort and thick, and in the large 
one we meafured, was not above 
five inches long, and without any 
hair. His skin is b'ack and 
tough, and his mouth, when one 
examines it near, is very terrible. 
The nofe is all befet with whif- 
kers like a cat’s; they are very 
thick black hairs aimoft like 
porcupine’s quills, and grow 
four or five together; and he 
lifts up his upper jaw when he 
opens his mouth, which makes 
it look very frightful. They 
commonly fay that this animal 


is hairy, but it is falfe, for ex- 


cepting his whiskers, he has 
not a fingle hair about him, his 
skin being as fmooth as the back 
of my hand. 

This is the great foit that eats 
like veal, and was never ufed to 
be caught, unlefs by accident, 
till of late. The other two are 
fmaller, and valued ; one is 
called the water colt, and the 
other the river hog. 


The 
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The firft of thefe eats like 
coarfe venifon, but with a rank 
flavour, yet fome people like it. 
He is of the fize of a young calf, 
and in fhape like the other, burt 
that he has a {nout of flefh hanging 
over his mouth, which he moves 
up and down as he pleafes. He 
has no tusks, and his ears are 
{mall and round, and he moves 
only his under jaw, and has no 
tail atall. His is very thick 
and tough, and has a few tawney 
hairs upon it, and his fore-feet 
have four claws like the great 
horfe, but the hind ones have 
only three. 

The river hog is fmaller than 
this, not being above two foot 
long. His body is very: flefhy, 
and his feet broad, his legs very 
fhurt, and his head monttroufly 
large. Some people think he is 
the young of the river horfe, but 
this can’t be, for he has no tail. 
He is much more like the horfe than 
the other however, having two long 
crooked tusks, and moving his 
up per jaw when he opens his 
mouth. ‘This never is catch’d 
bigger than what I mention. His 
fleth is fweeter and better liked 
than that of tke horfe itfelt, by 
fome people. 

I thouhgt it might not be im- 
proper to tell you of thefe crea- 
tures thus particularly, becaufe I 
believe they are entirely unknown 
in your part of the world, and 
perhaps may never be de- 
{cribed again, tho’ with us they 
are very common. I now come 
to tell you of their manner of life, 
and how we have found out 
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the way of fifhing for them. 
Tho’ they all live a great part 
of their time in the water, yet it 
is not their natural element, but 
only a fort of fhelter and place 
of refuge to them in the day- 
time, when men are abroad, 
whoo they are terribly afraid 
of, and from whom their clum- 
finefs will not let them well efcape 
when on fhore ; for they all go 
out of it to fleep on fhore, and 
the two fmail kinds to feed. 
They all feed on vegetables, 
and thofe of feveral kinds. -The 
two {mall ones often ftay on fhore 
all day, and fometimes at con- 
fiderable diftances from the water. 
They get into the woods to feed, 
being very fond of the young 
fhoots of the cripple weed and other 
{ucculent plants, and fometimes 
get into gardens and plantations. 
The colt or larger of thefe does 
vaft mifchief in our kitchen plan- 


tations, treading down and eating 


every thing that comes in his 
way. ‘The other is a gentleman 
of a much nicer tafte, and is par- 
ticularly fond of the pine-apple ; 
no fence can keep him out of our 
pine-apple grounds, but he often 
makes us amends for the mif- 


chief he has done by his own car- 


cafe. 

Thefe two are very frequently 
taken, for there needs no more 
than to get between them and 
the water when they are found 
on fhore, and you are very fure 
of them. There is no great 
danger of harm from them, for 
they never attempt any thing but 
to run away, tho’ they are able 
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to give a dreadful bite, if they 
‘ean lay hold, and the hog in 
articular has a_ very terrible 
mouth ofteeth. Thefeare often 
killed on fhore, but the great 
one is much more feldom teen. 
He is not obliged to come on 
fhore for food, fo only coming 
out to fleep, he never ventures 
far from the water, and is very 
quick of hearing ; nay, they fay, 
he will fmeii a man that is coming 
towards him at two Lundred 
yards diftance, and then he very 
calmly walks into the water, and 
there is an end of all hopes of him. 
T have told you of their lives 
on fhore, I am now to acqu7int 
you with their behaviour under 
water. We fee much more of 
this of the large one than of the 
others ; Our rivers are in general 
very clear, and he chiefly fre- 
guenis thofe of a hard bottom ; 
the little ones choofe the mucdy 
ones, and wiicn they are once in, 
you fee no more of them, for the 
litrle one efpecially is « very hog, 
and immediately rolls himivlf all 
over in the mud like our hogs in 
a kennel. 
~~ Te is very much otherwife in 
regard to the large one, and I 
dont know indeed a more afto- 
nifhing and more pleafing figh:t 
than to obferve him. He never 
fwims, but walks as calmly and 
foberly at the bottom as an cx 
upon the dry Iand. Our rivers 
have often thirty foot water, and 
that fo clear, that one fees every 
thing at the bottom as plain as 
in the cleareft Jittle brook. It 
isan amazing fight to be ina 


boat on one of thefe rivers, and 
fee every weed and every little 
pebble, as plainly as if they were 
clofe under one’s eye, yet at that 
great depth ; and here it is very 
common to fee the great river- 
horfe walking flowly atthe bor- 
tom, like a horfe in a meadow, 
and grazing as he goes along ; 
on the different forts of weeds 
that grow at the bottom ; here he 
is out of ail poffible reach, and 
our mouths have long watered 
after him in vain; he {feldom 
looks upward, or if he does, and 
fees us looking at him out of a 
boat, he never minds us. I have 
heard of his being mifchievous in 
fome places, but with us he is 
the mildeft and moft peaceable 
animal in the world. 

He not only grazes however, 
on the herbage at the bottom, but 
there is now and then a large- 
leaved plant which he meets with, 
and it always feems a great joy 
for him to do fo; he im- 
mediately thrufts his nofe into 
the mud, and fearches which way 
the root runs; then he begins 
very leifurely and foberly, to 
rake away the foil with his feet, 
and thus goes. on till he has 
wholly uncovered it all the way, 
which 18 fometimes tWo or three 
yards, and that always flanting, 
for it never runs ftrait down 5 
the root, when thus uncovered, 
is white, and as thick as one’s 
leg; he then throfts his nofe 
round every part of it, to try 
where it is looieft, and there he 
gets in one of his long teeth, 
which he carefully works 
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sill he has loofened it all the way, 
then a {crape or two with his foot 
pulls it out of its place, and he 
feems to feaft moft delicioufly on 
it. 
This is often a work of two 
hours for him, and f have many 
times feen it with prodigious plea- 
fure; the creature never hurries 
himfelf about it, well knowing 
that he has nothing to diiturb 
him. It was the obfervation of 
the creature’s fonduefs for this 
root that led us to the prefent 
method of taking him. The 
difficulty was, where to get it, 
for it feemed to grow only in 
thefe deep waters ; it was found 
however at length, to be the ve- 
ry fame with the Bean Crown, 
which grows plentifully in &- 
vera! of our thal'ow waters, and 
bears a great apple on the top of 
the water, which is fhaped like a 
piece of a fupar-loaf, and has fe- 
veral {mall beans ftuck in the 
crown of it, which are the feeds. 

We contrived to take up the 
larg: ft roots of this kind that 
we could get at, and foon found 
out the methed of ufing them in 
tne following manner: We have 
firit of all, a large iron pin, of 
two foot and a halt long, fhaped 
hike a double fpike, and fharp, 
und bearded at each end. To 
the middle of this there is a fmall 
fwivel, co which is fixed a ftrong, 
though not very thick, iron chain 
made of long and very narrow 
links; this is about eight foot 
long 5 to this is fattened a ftrong 
rope, of a leng:h capable to reach 
four times the width of che river 


we are to fifh in. When this is 
ready we faften one end of the 


rope to a tree or rock, and tak-— 


ing the other with the chain and 
hook: into a hoat, we put off ear- 
ly in the morning, which is the 
time the horfe mottly 
thruit the fpike long-ways into 
a piece of the root, juft long e- 
nough to cover it all, but about 
half an inch at each end, the 
part of the chain eatily going in 
with it into the fpungy part of 
the root. We drop this into the 
water, and let is fink juft to the 
bottom, keeping the line rolled 


up on the end of the boat, to give: 


it more as the water is deeper ; 
in this condition we row, and 
moving up and down the ftream 
the root follows us: we may now 
look down and fee all that paffes, 
and it is a bad morning if we 
have not one bite at our bait, 
though there ts fome difficulty in 
the itringing it fo well as to take 
the creature ; if the root is torn 
he will not touch it ; if he takes 
the wrong end, that is, that 
Which the chain comes out at, he 
always fpits it out again, and 
even though he takes it right, 
there is fome queftion of our tak- 
ing him ; if he is very hungry, 
we are fure of him, for then he 
fwallows it at a mouthful ; if his 
belly is half full, and he champs 
and chews it, as foon as he feels 
the iron between his teeth, he 
throws it out again. So that 
the being out early in the morn- 
ing, and meeting with a hungry 
horfe, is the great hope of fuc- 
ceeding. As foon as we feethe 
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bait down, we throw off the line, 
and make to fhore as faft as we 
can, not waiting to find him 
ftruck, which was the practice at 
firft, and afforded great diverfion, 
but there was a very unhappy ac- 
cident attended it, which has 
cured every body of fuch curio- 
fity for the future ; for this crea- 
ture, tho’ naturally fo very peace- 
able, finding himfelf hurt, and 
feeing people looking on, rofe 
to the furface, as if he knew 
they were the occafion of it, and 
attempting to get into the boat, 
his weight overfet it, and they 
all perifhed. 

When we are on fhore, five 
orfix people get ready with {pears 
and bearded darts, and when all 
is prepared, one gently draws 
the rope till he feels the creature 
pull againft him, and then the 
whole company give a ftrong 
jerk tothe line, which pulls the 
fpike crofs-ways in his ftomach, 
and hangs him fait. When this 
is done, they have nothing to do 
but to let the line go, and now 
and then attempt to weary him, 
and get him toward the fhore; 
for fhould they try to pull him 
out by main force, he would ei- 
ther pull them all in, or tear the 
tackle to pieces ; by playing him 
about however, they at length 
get him toward the fhore, and 
when he comes in reach, they 
all let fly their darts and fpears 
at once at him. On this he fre- 
quently runs into the deep water 
again, but the lofs of blood foon 
makes him faint, and by degrees 
he becomes fo feeble, that they 
get him on fhore. 


ASUPPLEMENT 


This is now not only the great 
profit, but the great diverfion of 
the place, and it is not eafy to 
fay what advantages have arifen 
from the plenty of thefe creatures 
Which have been caught.
